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HISTORICAL PREFACE 


The present-day Federation of Nigeria has resulted from a century 
of evolution under British administration, which began in 1861 when, 
in the efforts to combat the slave trade, the town of Lagos was made a 
British colony. It was at first put under the jurisdiction of the 
Governor of Sierra Leone and later of the Gold Coast, but in 1886 the 
Yoruba hinterland was attached to form the Colony and Protectorate of 
Lagos. British operations were taking place independently along two 
other lines in this area. The United Africa Company, formed in 1879 
to unite British trading interests up the Niger and Benue Rivers, was 
granted a Royal Charter in 1885 as the Royal Niger Company. ‘The Com- 
pany administered widely in the interior until 1899, when the charter 
was revoked, and the northern territories, comprising the Moslem emir- 
ates of the former Fulani empire, were consolidated and ‘extended as 
the Protectorate of Northern Nigeria. The third separate British 
thrust was directed to the region of the Niger delta and further to 
the East, where in 1885 there was established, under the Foreign 
Office, the regime known first as the Oil Rivers Protectorate, later 
as the Niger Coast Protectorate. On the surrender of the charter of 
the Royal Niger Company in 1899, this territory was transferred to the 
Colonial Office as the Protectorate of Southern Nigeria. In 1906 it 
was combined with Lagos to form the Colony and Protectorate of Southern 
Nigeria. The amalgamation of Northern Nigeria and Southern Nigeria 
into a single British colony took place in 1914, when Sir Frederick 
(later Lord) Lugard, who as Commissioner of the Northern Provinces had 
established the system of indirect rule in the Hausa states, became : 
the first Governor-General of a united Nigeria. Since 1922 the British 
Cameroons have been administered as an integral part of Nigeria, first 
under a League of Nations mandate, and since 1946 under United Kingdom 
trusteeship for the United Nations. 


The origins of representative government in Nigeria go back to 
1861, when in the Colony of Lagos a small nominated Legislative Council 
was set up to advise and assist the Governor. ‘This Council was con- 
tinued until 1922, although after the amalgamation of North and South 
in 1914, a larger Nigerian Council, which included six appointed 
Nigerian members, was established. Its role was merely advisory, and 
the apathy of its members came in for deprecatory comment when a Stat- 
utory Order in 1922 gave the country a new constitution. Under its 
provisions, which stayed in effect until 1946, a Legislative Council 
made up of thirty-six British members and ten Nigerian (four elected), 
made laws for the Colony and Southern Nigeria. The Northern Provinces 
continued to be governed by proclamation of the Governor, although the 
Northern Lieutenant-Governor sat on the Legislative Council. 


The evolution of Nigeria toward constitutional maturity was rec-. 
ognized in the completely new postwar Constitution of 1946 (the 
Richards Constitution). The Northern Provinces were for the first 
time included in the sphere of authority of the Legislative Council, 
which now legislated for the whole of Nigeria. The number of British 
official members was reduced by over half, and the Nigerian member- 
ship almost tripled, with twenty representatives selected from the 
new regional councils which were introduced for the three groups of 
Provinces, Northern, Eastern, and Western. In the Northern Provinces 
there was established a House of Chiefs and a House of Assembly, in 
the Eastern and Western Provinces, Houses of Assembly. In the Houses 
of Assembly about half the membership was selected by the Native 
Authorities. It was a primary function of these Houses to forge a 
link between the Native Authorities and the Legislative Council. 
Although their functions were still only advisory, the Nigerian mem- 
bers came to play an increasingly important part in the framing of 
government policy. Progress toward self-government was so rapid that . 
a General Conference on the Constitution was called in Ibadan in 1950, 
and recommendations made to the Governor and the Secretary of State. 
‘The final recommendations were approved in principle in 1950, and a 
new Constitution was promulgated by Order in Council on June 30, 1951. 


_..... Under the 1951 Constitution the three groups of Provinces were 
designated Regions within a united Nigeria. The central legislature, 
formerly the Legislative Council, was transformed into a House of 
Representatives, with membership enlarged to 184 Africans, the 
majority of them elected, and three Britons. The Executive Council 
was converted into a Council of Ministers as the principal instrument 
of policy, presided over by the Governor and consisting of six 
ex-officio British members and twelve Nigerian Ministers, four from 
each Region. In the Regions the legislatures were made larger and 
more representative, with legislative and financial powers over a 
stipulated range of affairs. Executive Councils were established 
also for the Regions as instruments of policy, with a majority of 
Nigerians selected from the Legislature concerned. The Executive 
Council of the Eastern Region included one Minister from the Southern 
Cameroons. 


By 1953 it had become apparent that more regional autonomy and 
less interference from the Central Government were needed for the 
effective working together of the three Regions so disparate in popu- 
lation, character, and development. Consequently, following a Con- 
ference held in London in the summer of 1953 and in Lagos in February 
1954, a new constitution was framed, the Constitution of the Federa- 
tion of Nigeria. This Constitution came into effect on October 1, 
1954, and, with subsequent amendments, is operative in 1959. 


The Federation of Nigeria comprises the Northern, Western, and 
Eastern Regions, the United Nations Trust Territory of the Southern 
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Cameroons (since 1922 the northern part of the British Cameroons has 
been attached to the provinces of Bornu, Benue, and Adamawa in North- 
ern Nigeria), and the Federal Territory of Lagos. The main effect of 
the Constitution was to give the Regions greater autonomy, defining 
the subjects under the control of the Federal Government (the "Exclu- 
sive Legislative List"), setting a few other matters to be legislated 
on by both Federal and Regional Governments (the "Concurrent List"), 
and leaving all other subjects in the hands of the Regional Govern- 
ments. The former Lieutenant-Governors of the Regions are now Gover- 
nors (a Commissioner in the Southern Cameroons), and the whole 
country now comes under the Governor-General of Nigeria. The Order 
in Council of 1954 provided for a Council of Ministers, with the 
Governor-General as President, ten Ministers, three from each Region 
and one from the Southern Cameroons, and three ex-officio members, 
the Chief Secretary, the Attorney-General, and the Financial Secre- 
tary of the Federation. This order has been amended following the 
Constitutional Conference held in London in May-June 1957, to provide 
for the creation of the office of Prime Minister of the Federation, 
and to drop the former ex-officio members from the Council of Minis- 
ters. The former Chief Secretary to the Federation is now Deputy 
Governor-General, and since April 1958 the only British member of 
the Federal House of Representatives has been the Speaker. A new 
Ministry of Finance has been created, and provision is made for a 
Council of Ministers of not less than ten members other than the 
Prime Minister, all appointed by the Governor-General on the advice 
of the Prime Minister. The House of Representatives has 184 elected 
members, ninety-two from the Northern Region, forty-two from the 
Eastern and Western Regions, six from the Southern Cameroons and two 
from Lagos. It was recommended in the 1957 Conference to increase 
this membership to 320 (one member for approximately each 100,000 of 
the population), and to create an upper House, the Senate, with 
twelve members from each Region and the Southern Cameroons, four mem- 
bers from Lagos, and four special members. The Northern and Western 
Regions have two-chamber systems of government, and it is planned to 
add Houses of Chiefs to the existing unicameral systems of the 
Eastern Region and Southern Cameroons. The Eastern and Western 
Regions have had internal self-government since 1954, and the North- 
ern Region achieved this status on March 15, 1959. The Governors no 
longer preside over the Regional Executive Councils, though the Com- 
missioner still does so in the Southern Cameroons, which attained 


regional status in 1958. 


The Conference on the Nigerian Constitution held in London in 
September and October 1958 ended with the announcement that Nigeria 
will become independent on October 1, 1960. ‘The Prime Minister of 
the Federation and the Premiers of the Regions have expressed the 
desire to remain within the Commonwealth of Nations. The future of 
the British Cameroons is still undecided in mid-1959. The United 
Nations General Assembly Trusteeship Council concluded its sessions 
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in February-March 1959 with dates set for plebiscites to be held to 
determine whether the Cameroonians remain within the Federation of 
Nigeria or join the French Cameroons in the independence which that 
country is to gain on January 1, 1960. ‘he plebiscites are to be | 
held in the Northern Cameroons in mid-November 1959, in the Southern 
Cameroons between December 1, 1959 and April 30, 196.

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INTRODUCTION 


Because of the evolving constitutional history of the Nigerian 
Government, the arrangement of the following list of official publi- 
cations departs from orthodox practise in that chronological order 
is reversed. Part I reflects the present-day position (as of early 
1959), with continuity from the Richards Constitution of 1946, which 
first offered a fair measure of legislative responsibility to 
Nigerians on national and regional levels. Part II goes back to the 
establishment of the Legislative Council in 1923. The titles of 
annual reports of the Executive Departments and Services--some of 
them established before 1920--which have continued into the present 
period are here repeated, with reference to Part I for bibliographi- 
cal details. In the earliest period, 1861-1922 (for study of which 
the use of British documentary sources is imperative), holdings of 
Nigerian documents in America are so scant that they hardly justify 
a bibliographical effort, and the treatment here given them is a 
compromise between an historical note and an alphabetical listing of 
works in the Library of Congress collections. 


Within the first two parts the attempt at classification has 
been made difficult by the inaccessibility of a large proportion of 
the material, for which titles have been obtained from printed 
sources, varying widely in their style of entry. Moreover, many of 
the recent documents reaching the Library of Congress are held in 
the Government Publications Reading Room and have not yet been fully 
cataloged, so that euthor entries have not been established. ‘The 
arrangement decided on differentiates between Legislative, Executive, 
and Judicial Branches. The difficulty has been most noticeable with 
regard to monographic reports, which may or may not have originated 
with individual executive offices, but which have been presented by 
the Executive Council or the Council of Ministers--the policy-making 
organ--to the legislative body. These, unless clearly identifiable 
as the work of a Department, have been put with the Sessional Papers 
(which also are frequently not identifiable as such except from the 
record in the Debates of the Nigeria Legislative Council) into } 

a subsection under the Legislative Branch. For the numerous papers 
of this nature of the Federal Government (before 1954 the Central 
Government) a division has been made by year, though the less numer-' 
ous Papers of the Regions are in the usual alphabetical order within 
the subclass. Here and elsewhere, slight liberties have been taken 
with the usual strict adherence to alphabetical order, so that docu- 
ments relating to the same subject may follow time sequence. For the 
years covered in Part II, monographic Sessional Papers are largely 
lacking in the Library of Congress collections, and the titles taken 
from the Debates are arranged by year and number of the paper. 
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_ The subdivision of Papers and Reports is followed by another sub- 
class for the often significant reports of special committees, conmis- 
sions, and other bodies of investigation and study, which are also 
submitted to the legislative body. Laws and Statutes, the last cate- 
gory to come under the Legislative Branch in Part I, have not been 
divided by period, but reflect the continuity of the legal process 
from the beginning of government in the country. Similarly, the sec- 
tion classed as Judicial Branch, having to do with the Courts, is put 
all together in Part I, under the Federal Government. 


The Library of Congress style has been the general model for the 
form of entry, with some abbreviation and occasional variations. The 
main author heading, Nigeria, or one of the Regions, is omitted to 
avoid constant repetition in sections where all entries are under this 
authorship. Similarly, place and publisher are omitted when it is 
clear that the publications emanate--as do the great majority--from 
the Government Printer in Lagos or in one of the regional capitals. 
Before the Second World War most official papers were printed in-folio 
(33+35 em.). Since 1940 documents are more or less uniformly in or 
almost in-quarto (24-25 cm.). . The exceptions are financial and sta- 
tistical papers, many of which are still in-folio. As with imprint, 
size is omitted here except when varying from the general rule, or 
when it has been possible to ascertain with some certainty when the 
size was changed. Entries are put under issuing bodies rather than 
under names of individual authors; these can be identified through 
the Index of personal names. Liberal use of cross reference has been 
made in an effort to reconcile entries from other sowrces with the 
Library of Congress catalogs. Call numbers are given for works cata- 
loged in the Library of Congress collections; holdings not yet cata- 
loged are followed by the symbol DLC. Locations in other American 
libraries are shown by symbols according to the usage of the National 
Union Catalog. 


In the compilation, the first recourse has been the collection 
of Nigerian documents held by the Library of Congress, supplemented 
by author entries in the National Union Catalog and check of the 
holdings of the U.S. Bureau of Foreign Commerce, Department of Agri- 
culture, Department of State, Geological Survey, National Library of 
Medicine, and Weather Bureau. From this basis} an attempt has been 
made to expand the list to include titles of all documents of: signif- 
icance published by the Nigerian Government and, since 1951, by the 
Regional Governments. A few British documents of particular impor- 
tance for the understanding of Nigerian government are listed, but 
no attempt has been made at full coverage of official publications 
of Great Britain relating to Nigeria. Certain convenient guides to 
British Parliamentary Papers and other documents are mentioned in 
the concluding section of Bibliographic Tools. 


For the years from 1950 to 1957 there has been available as a 
primary guide the national bibliography issued by the Library of the 
University College of Ibadan, erian Publications; a List of Works 
Received under the Publications Ordinance by the Library (1950/52, 
1953+, annual). Citations have been taken from this serial compre- 
hensively for the Federal Government, selectively for the Regions. 
Items not located in the Library of Congress or other American 1i- 
braries are indicated in a note: Source: Nig. Pubs. (date). A 
special list of Nigerian Periodicals ls and Newspapers, 1950-1955, also 
issued at Ibadan, is indicated as Nig. Per. A similar, comprehensive 
check has been made of the Monthly List of Official Colonial Publica- 
tions, published by the Library Reference and Research Section of the 
British Colonial Office since June 1948. Citations from this list, 
without other verification, are indicated by the note: Source: Gt. | 
Brit. Col. Pubs. (date). 


For documents published in Nigeria between 1923 and 1950, the 
most comprehensive record for identification of titles available to 
the compiler has been the set of Debates of the Nigerian Legislative | 
Council, which has been scanned from 1924 to 1951. At the beginning 
of each session, sometimes again at the.beginning of each meeting, 
the Chief Secretary laid on the Table a number of Sessional and other 
Papers » the titles of which have been systematically recorded. En- ~ 
tries for those not available in American libraries are followed by 
the note: Source: Wig. Debates (date). 


To supplement for the older material, particularly for documents 
issued before 1923, use has been made of the Subject Catalogue of the 
Library of the Royal Empire Society, by Evans Lewin (Vol. I. The 
British Empire Generally, and Africa, London, 1930. "Nigeria," 

p- 139- -157). In addition, references have been checked in a number 
of other works examined during the preparation of this bibliography, 
a few of which are listed in the section of Bibliographic Tools. 
Others are the Nigerian documents themselves. Besides the frequent 
references to other reports within the text of documents, the Govern- 
ment Printer often puts on back or inside cover pages lists of publi- 
eations currently available from his office, and lists appear from 
time to time in the Gazettes. 


Finally, the compiler acknowledges gratefully the assistance 
rendered by the Nigeria Liaison Office in Washington, which has 
helped on difficult problems and provided answers through its own 
collections.

OFFICIAL GAZETTE 


Note: The official gazette in many countries constitutes the 
basic organ of the Government for making public the texts and instru- 
ments of legislation and administration. In Nigeria, as in most 
other parts of the British Commonwealth, no enacted law or regulatory 
notice is binding until it has been published in the Gazette or its 
accompanying Supplements. The Gazette, which has appeared weekly 
since 1914, contains notices of ordinances and regulations, appoint- 
ments and vacancies in the civil service, lists of licensees in 
business and professions, tenders (advertisements for bids), trade _ 
and customs notices, statistics, etc. The longer texts of ordi- . 
nances, bills, schedules, and other public matters are published in 
the Supplements or in Extraordinary numbers. Items of special inter- - 
est appearing in the Gazette and Supplements have since 1948 been 
analyzed regularly by the Library of the British Colonial Office in 


its Monthly List of Official Colonial Publications.

NORTHERN REGION 


The Northern Region of Nigeria was created in 1951 out of the 
former Northern Provinces. The Northern Provinces Regional Council, 
which from 1947 to 1951 had provided some measure of representative 
government, was replaced by the Legislature of the Northern Region, 
with an elected House of Assembly and a.House of Chiefs. Most of the 
Executive Departments of the Northern Region have been established 
since 1951, a good many not until adoption of the Federal Constitu- 
tion in 1954. 

Documents of the Northern Region are published by the Govern- 
ment Printer [since 1954, Government Printer, Northern Region] in 
Kaduna.

PART III. NIGERIA, 1861-1922 


Daring the 19th century the important documents of British gov- 
ernment in Nigeria emanated as mich from Great Britain as from Lagos. 
The Blue Books which provided the substance for the annual reports of 
the Governors were issued in Lagos from 1863 on, but the reports 
themselves were published as Parliamentary Papers and/or in the Colo- 
nial Office Reports. ‘The Reports of the Royal Niger Company were 
published annually in London from 1882 until 1915, long after the 
Company's charter had been revoked and the administration of Southern 
Nigeria brought under the Colonial Office in 1899. A few scattered 
volumes of laws for Lagos were published, most of them in England. 
The most complete bibliographical record available--failing access to 
the archives in-the Colonial Office and in Lagos--is that represented 
in the Subject Catalogue of the Royal Empire Society (v. I, 1930; 
Nigeria, p. 139-157). Of 19th century imprints, the Library of Con- 
gress has the Parliamentary Papers (Sessional Papers of the House of 
Commons and the House of Lords) in entirety, and an almost full set 
of the Colonial Office Reports, but does not hold the Blue Books or 


ae 


the Reports of the Royal Niger Company. 


No departmental reports of Nigeria prior to 1906 are recorded in 
the Royal Empire Society holdings, and no exact evidence has been 
found as to when their separate publication was begun, although the 
Colonial Office Reports speak of a number of departments and serv- 
ices established. In the Report on the Niger Coast Protectorate for 
1898/99 (Colonial No. 289) there are mentioned the Marine Department, 
the Medical Department, the Treasury, and the Public Works Depart- 
ment. The Report on Southern Nigeria for 1900 (Colonial No. 353) 
indicates expenditures for Secretary's Department, Survey, Treasury, 
Customs, Post Office, Printing Department, Audit, Niger Coast Protec- 
torate Force, Marine Department, Prisons, Botanical, Medical, Sani- 
tary, Transport, Public Works Department. In the 1902 Report on 
Southern Nigeria (Colonial No. 405) the military body is the West 
African Frontier Force, Botanical has become Forestry and Botanical 
Department, and there is added Educational. In 1903 (Colonial No. 
433) there is also the Civil Police. ‘The Royal Empire Society lists 
a collected volume of Annual Reports of Lagos for 1900-01 (1901. 
222 p.) but without specifying the departments represented. In Amer- 
ica, holdings for the early period of Nigerian government are frag- 
mentary. The Department of Agriculture Library has some reports 
before 1914 of the Agricultural Departments of Northern and Southern 
Nigeria, and of the Conservator of Forests, and the Arnold Arboretum 
of Harvard University holds the Annual Report on the Botanical Gar- 
dens, Old Calabar for 1897. ‘he National Library of Medicine has 
some early mecical reports, and the Weather Bureau Library has an 
almost complete run of the separate issues of the Meteorological 
Observations by the Survey Department from 1909. The Library of Con- 
gress has one collected volume of Annual Reports for the year 1916, 
which includes separate establishments for several departments 
(Agriculture, Education, Police, Prisons, Public Works) in Northern 
Provinces and Southern Provinces. The National Union Catalog contains 
a very few entries for miscellaneous papers, one or two even before 
1900, including some published in the Parliamentary Papers. 


The Royal Empire Society apparently has complete holdings of the 
Government Gazettes, Lagos, 1897-1906, Northern Nigeria, 1901-1913, 
Southern Nigeria, 1901-1913, Nigeria, 1914+. ‘The Library of Congress 
has the Nigeria Gazette almost complete from 1914 to date. 


In the following listing, publications available in the United 
States are recorded. The documents are arranged alphabetically--with 
minor chronological divergences--in two groups, Legislative and Exec- 
utive, and Legal and Judicial. For further research on this period 
the scholar is referred, not only to the Royal Empire Society's Sub- 
ject Catalogue above-mentioned, but also to the various catalogs of 
British government publications. Useful bibliographical handbooks in 
this connection are A. R. Hewitt's Guide to Resources for Commonwealth 
Studies and P. & G. Ford's Guide to Parliamentary Papers (see under 
BIBLIOGRAPHIC TOOLS).
